comp leted and ev aluated. 
Other sources said the general 
would be treated for jaundice— 
a y ellowing of the skin that can 
be associated with v arious ail­ 
ments, including hep atitis. 
The general, 8 4, did not ap ­ 
p ear to be in acute p ain Monday 
when he arriv ed after a flight 
from New York, where he has 
liv ed since 1951. 
MacArthur, looking as though 
he recently had lost weight, 
climbed from the military p lane 
and 
walked 
to 
a 
limousine 
which took him to the hosp ital. 
Arriv ing at the side entrance 
to the main building, MacArthur 
walked resolutely up a slight in­ 
cline, p aused for p hotograp hers, 
then entered the elev ator which 
took him to the fiv e-room, third- 
floor “V. T. P.” suite. 
This is the suite occup ied by 
former 
President 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower when he underwent 
a serious abdominal op eration 
sev eral y ears ago. and by a host 
of other famous p ersons, many 
of them foreign dignitaries. 
After a brief luncheon, the ex ­ 
aminations were begun, the hos­ 
p ital said. 
Rep orters glimp sed MacAr­ 
thur, dressed in p ajamas and 
bath robe, as his wheel chair 
was shov ed into an elev ator on 
the third floor, ap p arently on his 
way to an ex amination room. 
After MacArthur had left New

simp ly that ne p lanned to enter 
Walter Reed for “observ ation

Fears Deepen 
For Life of 
Greek King 


ATHENS. Greece (AP)—King 
Paul’s doctors announced today 
that the ailing Greek monarch 
has been hit by another medical 
comp lication. 
A medical bulletin said the 
king, suffering from a blood clot 
in his right leg and another in 
his left lung, was hav ing in­ 
creasing difficulty urinating. 
“Since 
y esterday ,” 
said 
a 
medical bulletin, “his majesty 
the king has been showing p ro­ 
gressiv e difficulty in urinating. 
Otherwise his condition remains 
unchanged.” 
A bulletin Monday night said 
the blood clots showed “a slight 
imp rov ement under the influ­ 
ence of treatment” but added: 
"The worsening condition of his 
majesty the king, p rov oked by 
the clots, is continuing.” 
The 62-y ear-old monarch was 
op erated on for a stomach ulcer 
two weeks ago. He had been re­ 
p orted imp rov ing steadily until 
the clot in his leg, diagnosed as 
thrombo-p hlebitis, 
sent 
him 
back to bed Sunday . 
On Monday he suffered an 
embolism in the left lung. 
The l a t e s t announcement 
deep ened fears for the king’s 
life.

The Bear and the Dragon are snapping 
at each other about how to achieve the 
goal of Communist domination of the free 
world. The Kremlin pattern, at the mo­ 
ment, calls for a peaceful and gradual 


Communist takeover. Peking, on the other 
hand, is in a hurry and would like to 
apply force. 
It s easy to rejoice when two bullies 
intent on beating you up begin to beat 
each other, instead- But when they’re only 
fighting over the best way to kick you in 
the head, what’s there to cheer about? 
And if the Bear and the Dragon ever 
do get into an all-out scrap, how does 
Uncle Sam keep from getting himself 
involved? The U.S. doesn’t play the neu­ 
tralist role very well, and in the nuclear 
age, that role is harder than ever. 
President Johnson is partly right. The 
Kremlin and Peking have a humdinger 
of a quarrel on their hands. 
But he’s wrong if he thinks the U.S. 
can relax at ringside while they fight it 
out. We're in the right, like it or not.

By VICTOR RIESEL 
Alternately orating in public 
and stormily handing out direc­ 
tives in secret cell sessions, 
Communist party leader Gus 
Hall has been 
riding the Mid- 
w e s t circuit 
like an inspec­ 
tor - general 
of old.

He has reor­ 
ganized regional headquarters. 
He has pledged finances and

political, labor and educational 
fronts. 
In the last few days he and 
his comrades have grown even 
bolder. They have talked of and 
planned mass demonstrations 
through various fronts in Wash­ 
ington, New York and Chicago. 
Diey have called for national 
work stoppages. They have act­ 
ed as though they onct again 
led a mass party, hoping to 
exploit what they call the "cold 
war thaw,” new East - West 
trade relations and the sympa­ 
thy for N. S. Khrushchev, now 
in an Geological death duel 
with Mao Tse-tung. 


OF COURSE, no one really 
knows who actually has been 
financing Hall’s hedge-hopping. 
It’s an extensive and expensive 
trip. For months now he has 
been in and out of Kansas, Mis­ 
souri and Illinois. 
His most recent stop was Chi­ 
cago, where he met secretly 
with the city’s Communist "po­ 
litburo’’ in a downtown hotel. 
Now he is reported heading for 
his old stomping grounds in 
Ohio. 
In Chicago after the meeting 
with Hall, his comrade James 
Jackson, editor of the twice-a- 
week 
Communist 
newspaper, 
The Worker, publicly called for 
a national strike to pressure 
Congress. W hy suddenly so 
bow? 
It was on Feb. 26 that Jack­ 
son issued the call for a coast- 
to-coast work stoppage. He and 
Hall knew then what had oc­ 
curred in the Court of Appeals 
here on Friday, Feb. 21. Since 
it was a quasi-holiday celebrat­ 
ing George Washington’s birth­ 
day, very few others paid any 
heed to the 5-4 decision of the 
court in the case of the Com­ 
munist party against the U.S. 
government. 


THE RULING went against 
the Justice Department’s Intern­ 
al Security Section, headed by 
Assistant U.S. Attorney General 
J. Walter Yeagley. 
To understand the full impact 
of this ruling it is quite neces­ 
sary to know that for 14 years 
now the Internal Security Sec­ 
tion has been in the courts ener­ 
getically but futilely attempting 
to get the Communist party, 
U.S.A., to obey the law and 
register on form IS-51A. 
This 
simply requires—under the law 
—that the party register as a 
Communist action agroup. It is 
no different from other "dis­ 
closure” laws covering the stock 
market, coporalions and unions. 
A few years ago a Federal 
District Court in Washington, 
D.C., ruled that the party must 
register. The Communists turn­ 
ed to the Court of Appeals and 
were heard by a three-man 
bench. Hie three judges said 


that the lower court was wrong. 
THE GOVERNMENT then ap­ 
pealed for an "en banc” re­ 
view of the latest ruling. This 
means that the Internal Secur­ 
ity Section wanted the entire 
Court - all - nine judges- to re­ 
hear the case. 
The Internal Security Section 
wanted to argue that the Com­ 
munist party officers had no 
right to refuse to fill out Form 
IS-51A on he grounds of pos­ 
sible self-incrimination. T h e y 
would 
not incriminate them­ 
selves. for it is not illegal per 
se to be a member or officer 
of the Communist party. 
But on Feb. 21, the Court of 
Appeals refused to approve a 
rehearing and rejected the Jus­ 
tice Department’s request. The 
government is now undecided 
as to what procedure should be 
pursued after 14 years in the 
courts. 
If the department goes to the 
Supreme Court and is rejected, 
that ends the effetiveness of 
the Subversive Ativities Con - 
trol At, passedto dislose the 
inner workings of the Commun­ 
ist international apparatus. 
If 
the Internal Security Section 
goes back to the lower courts 
it will mean starting all over 
again and will take perhaps an-

net­ 
works. Mr. Johnson didn't try 
to be a Bob Hope or a Jack 
Benny or to use the applause- 
getting methods of any other 
TV star, but presented himself 
simply as an earnest, dignifeW 
president of the United States. 
In choosing not to be a show­ 
man, he may not have won the 
"beatle”-minded but he probab­ 
ly earned the respect of ma­ 
ture citizens. The sharp and 
witty innuendoes of political 
combat, moreover, were omit­ 
ted, as this device sometimes 
alienates as many as it attracts. 
The President’s answers were 
clearly expressed, and he was 
both tactful and diplomatic in 
avoiding the pitfalls of extem­ 
poraneous comment which have 
embarassed some of his pre­ 
decessors. 


MR. JOHNSON appeared a 
changed man from the days 
when he was majority leader 
of the Senate or vice president. 
He showed the weight of his 
responsibility. He was calm and 
restrained and was exceedingly 
careful to choose every word 
he spoke. 
Take, for instance, the Presi­ 
dent’s way of dealing with the 
Panama problem. He said he 
was willing to "discuss any­ 
thing, any time, anywhere” and 
to make ‘‘adjustments” when 
diplomatic relations with the 
Panamanian government have 
been restored, but he made it 
clear that this country would 
not 
make 
any 
"precommit­ 
ments.” 
This plainly means that the 
decision whether to agree to a 
revision of the existing treaty 
with Panama will not be made 
before but after the whole sub­ 
ject has been explored in con­ 
ferences between the two gov­ 
ernments. 
On 
domestic 
politics, 
Mr. 
Johnson was equally restrained 
and chose his words carefully. 
He preferred, for example, not 
to involve himself in the tech­ 
niques of a court trial and said 
mrely that he wouldn’t com­ 
ment on the Bobby Baker case 
until the hearings have been 
concluded and the Senate com­ 
mittee has made its report. 
Beseeched for an educated 
guess as to who his Republican 
opponent in 
the 
presidential 
race might be, Mr. Johnson 
quietly replied that he himself 
hadn’t been nominated as yet 
and that these were matters for 
the conventions to decide 
WHEN ASKED about 
the 


"public accommodations” sec­ 
tion of the civil rights bill, Mr. 
Johnson didn’t hesitate to state 
unequivocally that he stands be­ 
hind the bill as it passed the 
House. He denied that he had 
promised to compromise on this 
or any other section. Of course, 
this doesn’t preclude the Senate 
and House conferees from m ak­ 
ing compromises while assum ­ 
ing that the President will have 
to go along anyway if it’s the 
best thing that can be done to 
assure final passage. 
Mr. Johnson was seated dur­ 
ing the press conference — a 
return to the custom of the 
presidents of two or m ore dec­ 
ades ago. He seemed at ease 
and didn't give the im pression 
that he was delivering a speech 
but that he was merely con­ 
ducting a conversation with the 
correspondents who were in­ 
terrogating him. 
Asked about his first IOO days 
in the presidency 
which 
last 
Saturday completed, Mr. John­ 
son said he had as vice presi­ 
dent sat in on 35 meetings of 
the National Security Council, 
including 
the 
Cuban 
m issile 
crisis, and that he had been 
reasonably close to the opera­ 
tions of the presidential office 
in the last 30 years, but that 
he had derived many different 
impressions 
now 
from 
"this 
awesome responsibility.” 
Unquestionably Mr. Johnson's 
long familiarity with the govern­ 
mental scene is one reason for 
his 
adroitness 
in 
answ ering 
questions as well as his repect- 
ful attitude toward those who 
disagree with him or ask ques­ 
tions with embarassing impli­ 
cations. 


WHETHER THE TOPIC was 
the political or military strategy 
to be pursued in the Viet Nam 
muddle or the requested ampli­ 
fication of his recent remarks 
in Los Angeles in which he re­ 
ferred 
to 
the 
"dangerous 
game” being played by the 
"aggressors” in Southeast Asia, 
the President was as cautious 
as any career diplomat in his 
selection of word. 
Mr. Johnson didn’t care to 
say now whether he will en­ 
gage in a TV debate with the 
opposing presidential candidate 
next autumn. He said merely 
that he will "cross that bridge” 
when he comes to it. This leaves 
him with plenty of opportunity 
to decide either way, depend­ 
ing on the circumstances exist­ 
ing at campaign time. 
Lyndon Johnson has learned 
in his 30 years of experience 
on Capitol Hill that it’s never 
wise in politics to make a su­ 
perfluous statement or to issue 
one long before it is actually 
necessary. 
On the whole, Mr. Johnson’s 
demeanor at his TV conference 
with the press, if continued, 
will give an image to the pub­ 
lic of a hard-working, cautious 
and sincere man whose mis­ 
takes, when they occur, will not 
lack of conscientious effort as 
to the turns of fate in a topsy- 
turvey world.

Health Questions And Answers 


Q—I am involved in the pro­ 
duction of articles made from 
beryllium. To what extent is 
this metal toxic? 
A—Anyone who works with 
powdered beryllium or its oxide 
is likely to in­ 
hale 
minute 
amounts. The 
effects appear 
more rapidly 
in some 
per­ 
sons than 
in 
others, 
b u t 
over a period 
of s e v e r a l 
y e a r s 
this 
may lead to a 
Dr. 
Br«ndatadt 
thickening of 
the air sacs in the lungs. This 
would interfere with the normal 
exchange of gases in these sacs, 
and cause shortness of breath 
on exertion, coughing and loss 
of weight. The victim may also 
develop nonmalignant tumors of 
the liver, spleen, lymph nodes 
and skin. 
If the disease (berylliosis) is 
discovered early and the victim 
is removed from any further ex­ 
posure to the metal, no lasting 
damage is done. The diagnosis 
can be aided by using a patch 
test in which a I per cent solu­ 
tion of beryllium sulfate is ap­ 
plied to the skin. Steroid hor­ 
mones have been used to treat 
the disease, but the best treat­ 
ment is prevention. You should 
consult a specialist in industrial 
health hazards for proper meth­ 
ods of eliminating the beryllium 
hazard in your plant, if there is 
one. 
Q—What is Parnate used for? 
What are its side effects? Could 
it lower the blood pressure en­ 
ough to cause shock? 
A—Tranylcypromine 
( P a r ­ 
nate) is primarily a tranquiliz­ 
er. Side effects may include 
restlessness, insomnia, drowsi­ 
ness, dizziness, dry mouth and 
headache. The drug may lower 
the blood pressure, but in the 
doses prescribed by your doctor 
it would not cause the pressure 
to fall to shock level. When the 
drug is discontinued, the blood 
pressure quickly returns to the 
pretreatment level. 
A—I’m 40 and my pulse runs 
between 52 and 55 beats per 
minute. Is this abnormally low? 
A—A puse rate as low as 50 
may be normal in some pers­ 
ons, especially large-boned ath­ 
letes. An electro - cardiogram 
would show whether or not your 
low pulse rate is associated with 
any irregularity of the heart. If 
your tracings are normal, you 
have nothing to worry about. In 
fact, persons with a normally 
slow pulse usually live longer 
than those with a fast one. 
Q—About five years ago my 
uterus was removed, and 18 
months ago I started to get fat 
across the middle of my abdo­ 
men. What could cause this? 
A—It is not uncmmon f o r 
women in middle age to devel­ 
op a protruding abdomen. If you 
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are not unusually fat, especially 
around shoulders and h i p s , 
this change in shape is probab­ 
ly not due to an accumulation of 
fat, but to sagging abdominal 
muscles or to bloating. A tight- 
fitting girdle and exercises to 
strengthen the abdominal mus­ 
cles should help you to regain 
your shape. If bloating is the 
cause you should avoid starchy 
vegetables (potatoes, rice, corn, 
peas and beans) and carbonated 
beverages.

In line with our current con­ 
sideration of the boards of el 
ections it is appropriate to re­ 
view the various duties of these 
boards. The general obligation 
of serving as representatives of 
the Secretary of SState in con­ 
ducting elections is apparent 
enough. However, this overall 
responsibility entails much work 
that is not readily recognized by 
the public at large. 


IN CONNECTION with hold­ 
ing primary, general, and spe­ 
cial elections each board has 
the ciuty of establishing, 
ar­ 
ranging and rearranging 
pre­ 
cincts and determining the num­ 
ber of polling places to be lo­ 
cated in each precinct; proper­ 
ly equipping the same with el­ 
ection supplies; appointing, in­ 
structing, and assigning all pre­ 
cinct officials to serve at the 
various elections; 
advertising 
and contracting for the printing 
of ballots and other election 
supplies; providing for the de­ 
livery of ballots, poll books, and 
other required material to the 
polling places for use on eec 
tion day; receiving and can 
vassing the returns of elections, 
making abstracts thereof, and 
transmitting such abstracts to 
the proper authority; and issu­ 
ing certificates of election 
in 
situations provided by statute 
and on forms prescribed by the 
Secretary of State. 


ALSO THE BOARDS are res­ 
ponsible for reviewing, examin­ 
ing, and certifying the sufficien­ 
cy and validity of nominating 
petitions and investigating and 
determining the residence qual­ 
ifications of electors. 
In addition the board has au­ 
thority to investigate irregulari­ 
ties, nonperformance of duties, 
or violations of the election 
laws; administer oaths, 
issue 
subpoenas, summon witnesses, 
and compel the production of 
books, records, and other evi­ 
dence in connection with any 
such investigation; 
and report 
election offenses to the prosecut­ 
ing attorney. 
With regard to fiscal matters 
the board is obliged to njake an 
annual report to the Secretary 
of State containing a statement 
of the number of voters regis­ 
tered, elections held, votej cast, 
appropriations received, and ex­ 
penditures made, and such other 
data as may be required by the 
Secretary of State and to pre­ 
pare and submjt to the proper 
appropriating officer a budget 
estimating the cost of elections 
for the ensuing fiscal year. 
Finally, the law provides that 
Ihe board shall perform such 
other duties as are prescribed 
by the Secretary of State.
